"SOCIL DISEASE.

Coxey’s Army is a Symptom of
Deep Seated Disease.

If It is to "Sweep Down On
Modern Babylon,

THE CITY IS VERY GAY

And Plenty of Voluptuousness
Will be Found.

WASHINGTON, April 26.— [Special.] —
The adoption of the ironciad rule for clo-
sure did not at once put an end to discus-
sion on its merits, for “*long, long after the
storm has ceased rolls the turbld, turbuleus
ocean,” and many a disgruntled Democrat
scized the first opportunity in debate on
the appropriation bills to relieve his trou-
bied mind. After the appropriations the
most interesting subjects have been the
vacancy in the senate committee on fin-
ance caused by the daath of Senator Vance,
the extra thrusts at England in the amend-
ments to the Wilsen hill offered by Mr.
Chandler and others, the canvass of the
house by .Mr. Swanson on the bLill to re-
poal the tax on stato banks, Mr. Hoar's
antilottery ticket hill, the pending Chi-
nese treaty and the ofs mentioned bills of
Messrs. Hatch, Cooper, Meyer, McCann
and others in aid of the farmer, for the
taxation of greenbacks for colning the
seizniorage and for the relief of lubor. Al-
though great leeway is promised in the dis-
cussion of all these and many other meas-
ures, thero is now rreat hope in the minds
of the majority that they will yet get away
from here before July, a hope greatly stim-
ulated by the resolve of the scnate to pro-
ceed to consideration of tho Wilson bill by
paragraphs, thus ending gencral debate.

The Chinese Treaty.

Owing to the abscnee of Scenator Mor-
gan, consideration of the Chinese tresty
has been put off to May 3 or later, and
it is a mattor of somasurprise that there is
a rising opposition to the tresty. Protests
agninst it have been coming in in consider-
able numbers, and the action of the senate
in declding that these protests should be
received In open instead of executive ses-
sion is one of the surcst sipns that senatdbrs
arc greatly infivenced Ly tho appeals sent
to them and want to beeautious and have
everything open to public imspection. It
would perhaps be going too for to say that
the fact of the treaty’s being generally ap-
proved en the Pacifle coast excites suspi-
cion in the Atlantic states that thore is
something wrong about it, but it is certain
that most of the protests have come from
the cast.

To say that the anti-Chineso foeling in
this congress is rathor strooger than in any
previous one really expresses but half the
truth, There is a strong feeling ngainst
immigration from ecastern and southern
Europe as well, and some members say
they would be willing to stop all immigra-
tion for a few years aon general principles.
This feeling is notconfinad to any one sec-
tion, but men of the west are more ont-
spoken and deeclare that if, us now seems
likely, we are (0 have a scason of strikes
and labor riots with marehing *‘indos-
trials,'" Coxeys, Kollys and Fryea it
will be taken o= conclusive proof that fm-
migration has been excessive and must be
stopped for awhile,

Afrald of Coxey's Army.

As Coxuy's army moved slowly down
upon us fromn the Pledmont region it be-
came the great topic. Ministers preached
about if, agitators harongaed, all the halls
where Inbur organizations congregate be-
came nnusually Hvely, and congressmen
laughed or locked serious, accomling to
their sevoral vicws, The first oflicial an-
nouncement was that the police and Dis-
trict militia would have about 400 va-
grants to deal with, the next day the num-
ber was put at a thousand, n day or two
later at 5,000, and finally the few journal-
ists who left Coxey to get here in advance
gove it as their view that the united
armics from all dircotions would reach 10, -
000. It is charitably supposcd that they
only meant to scure congress a little and
have fun with the District government,
It is not fear of riot that troubles the resi-
dents so much as dislike to tarn their
houses into tramp hotels with the chanee of
being eaten out of honse nnd haeme,. On
one point congressmen generally agrec—
that the movementof such bodies isn grave
symptom of a deop sested social discase,
but as to whatthe disoase Is and how it is
to be cared they dilfer woefully,

Socially the city seems n3 gay as if there
were no such things as eare and poverty in
the world. Tho deseriptive list of scmi-
political functions, entertainments by ea’-
inet ladics and others, floral festivals,
church fairs, tableaux and the Iike {fills
several columns in a Sunday paper, and
the reports of those just passed are really
brilllant in their mention of silks, dia-
monds and bougnets. All the theaters are
remarkably well patronized, and the most
casual observer cannot fall to notice that
the saloons are doing a roshing business,
ahove the average for this season.  If the
Goths and Vandals, the Franks and the
Alemanni and all the rest are really com-
ing down upon “‘thoe wicked, voluptuous
city,’” they will find it in truly volupfuous
condition.

[ PBowptious Breckinridgs.
Another subject for general remark is
the very unusual courso of cvents conse-
quent on the Pollard-Breckinridge trial,
Botlrthe principals are more in discussion
than they were during the frinl, and the
strangest fact of all is that the relative con-
dition {n which the trial Jeft them has been
greatly intensified. If the reaction which
Coloncl Breckinridge's Iriends predict isto
come nb all, itlsfar inthe ftitore, fordown
to the present the énrrent has ron heavily
the other way. The conduet of Miss Pol-
lard receives universal commendation.
